NOT UNDERSTOOD. 


W hy N o Action W as Taken on 
Haytien Situation. 
New York, March 
8.— What 
pur­ 
ports to be the views of Theodore 
Roosevelt of the attitude of the United 
States concerning Hayti, as e x p re sse d 
during his presidential incumbency ob 
Dec 4 last, is contained in a special 
cable despatch to the Herald from 
Kingston, Jamaica, quoting 
a 
letter 
which Mr. Roosevelt wrote to the ne­ 
gro question. 
In the letter Mr. Roosevelt, then 
president, is quoted In part as fol­ 
lows, with reference to 
the 
recent 
trouble in th# black republic: 
"I do not think that we shall inter­ 
vene in Hayti. Of bourse we ought to, 
but this people of ours simply do not 
understand how things are outside our 
own boundaries. 
“Of course I do not 
desire to act unless I can get the bulk 
of our people to understand the sit­ 
uation and to back up the action, and 
to do that I have to get facts vividly 
before them and clearly befor*- them. 
“In Panama, Cuba, Santo Domingo 
and Puerto Rico it needed months or 
years of preparation before we could 
get our people to se,, things straight 
and the worst of it is that educated 
northeasterns are not merely blinded, 
but often malevolently blind, to what 
goes ou. 
"We ought to hrve interfered 
in 
Venezuela again and again during last 
seven years. 
We ought to have inter­ 
fered in Central America and Hayti. 
In all ffcree places we ought now to do 
something of ti,-* lame kind that w* 
arc- doing in Cuba. Santo Domingo of 
Panama, according to the exigencies 
of the case. 
But Americans simply 
were not alive to the situation."

The applications for enrollment for 
the summer school of the A. and M. 
College of Texas and the summer 
normal are numerous and President 
Milner believes now that it will re­ 
sult in a very large attendance. Many 
farmers will attend, the courses in 
agriculture, animal husbandry, cream­ 
ery management and cotton clashing 
being attractive. 
It is arranged that 
the farmers can take any group of 
studies and remain either two, four 
or six weeks and get the benefit. The 
cotton classing is an important feat- 


u re 
For teachers tho summer normal 
promises to be very interesting, 
It 
is a policy of the State educational 
iepartment to locate summer normals 
u those places where the best facili­ 
ties are available, and this school has 
been established at the A. and M. 
College because of laboratories, large 
section rooms etc. 
It will be conduc­ 
ted on regular college life plans and 
this will give a large number of teach­ 
ers an opportunity to understand how 
College systems are established.
